THE REPLY. 

If we were - to fail to compliineut 
both Govenunent" and Opposition on 

the excellent temper with which tliey 
approached the discussion of the Ad- 
dress of tlio House in reply to the 
Governor's Speech \vo should fail in 
our duty. The moderate tone of the 
mover of the reply (Mb. WiLso^k), was 
creditable to that -honourablo gentle- 
man, and although his expressed do- 
siro for united action on the subject of 
the railway treaty ill comported with 
his pledge to support Separation, 
(for how can the countiy unite on a 
proposition which has for its aim dis- 
union ?) on the whole it was a credit- 
able effort; albeit marred by being 
read instead of delivered. Jlit. Gal- 
BRAITII in seconding soured somewhat, 
but a little spreadcnglcism in a. mem- 
ber who comes from a district that 
abuts on the southern border is excusa- 
ble. The various points of the reply 
were so admirably reviewed by ISlr. 
Smiths that wo nmst refer our readers 
to his remarks, which wore exceedingly 
happy and ajiropos and devoid of per- 
sonalities. Mr. Sjutiie was right 
when he said that the Governor's 
Speech was indefinite on the Railway 
question, "We aro constrained to say 
that it is very nonconniiittal, and the 
Mainland organ of the Government 
(the llcrahl) is of tlio same mind. 
But Mn. Smitiie made his best hits 
when he criticized the interests AVhieh 
the Speech failed to touch at all. He 
showed that agricultural and ruanufac- 
turing interests were entirely neglected, 
and although it wari well known that a 
proposition for an extciisivo work of 
land reclamation on Fraser River had 
])een laid before the Government it was 
deemed unworthy of the slightest no- 
tice. Mn. Walkem closed the debate. 
He, too, called for united action on the 
part of the Province, lie showed how 
Napoleon used to gobble up European 
states in detail by exciting local jeal- 
ousies and inducing them to squabble 
amongst themselves, and when they 
were weakened and distracted by their 
dissensions a French army was marched 
in and they were conquered. This was 
in illustration of the manner in which 
the " master minds " of Canada pitted 
Mainland against Island and then 
avoided the discharge of their railway 
obligations. Mb. Walkem calletl for 
union. He can have it. Tliere was 
never a time in the history of the 
Province when it was so easily 
obtainable as now. jMainland and 
Island will "come together witii a 
clang" in support of the rights of the 
Province if the new Government will 
but listen to the advice of its best 
friends. They have it in their power 
to bury all sectional differences, local 
prejudices and jealousies by laying be- 
fore the House a policy that both sec- 
tions and all parties can support. No 
doubt Mr. Walkesi has read some of 
the fine oratorical outbursts of Patrick 
Henry, the gi-cat Virginia lawyer. 
"Gentlemen may cry 'peace 1 peace ! but 
there is no peace !' cried Henry on one 
occasion. Mr. WALKEJimaycry "union ! 
union 1" till he grows red in the face ; 
■ but there will bo no union unless his 
Government wills it. That is how the 
case now stands. It has coiKe down to 
a question of Government policy. They 
may make or mar. If they act in tlie 
interest of the Province they will 
make. If they act in the interest of a 
political party in the East they • will 
mar. The Address passed without a 
division. . 

FAITH. 



One section of the Governor's Speech 
the people of every shade of politics 
will, we think, unite in applauding. It 
is the part that refers encouragingly 
to the Cariboo quartz and expresses 
the intention of the Government to as- 
sist in its development. Faith is an ex- 
cellent thing to have on hand. With- 
out a good supply of tbat quality none 
of the great achievements of the past 
thirty years on this coast would have 
been accomplished. Faith brought 
goldhunters to California; and when 
the placers had yielded up their wealth 
faith impelled men to sink shafts and 
run tunnels into the everlasting hills; 
to erect mills land crush the heart of 
stubborn rock to force it to give up its 
treasure. Faith directed pcoi)le to 
Fraser Ri\ er in '58; led them step by 
step to the golden deposits of Cariboo. 
Faith kept men among.st the hills until 
quartz reefs were discovered. Faith 
induced the late Government to extend 
a helping hand to prospectors, and faith 
will yet make quartz-mining in British 
Columbia a profitable industry. There 
will be disappointments. Some will fal- 
ter and turn back. Others will ex- 
haust their means and retire from the 
struggle. These are inseparable from 
mining. Thou.sands left California in 
18''19 convinced that the stories told by 
its wealth were false. Two-thirds o£ 
the immigration of 18G2 to British 
Columbia ^-azed liko Closes on the Pro- 
mised Land and turned back at the 
threshold. William Creek, from which 
'$40,000,000 was taken in ten yeais, 
was called Humbug Creek by its first 
prospectors. Conflicting opinions have 
shaken the confidence of many in the 
value of the quartz deposits; but the 
men who have seen the Province rise 
from bedrock are not easily fright- 
ened. Faith will give them courage, to 
continue their efforts, and with" the 
promised assistance of the Government 
forthcoming we feel convinced that the 
world will yet bo brought to acknow- 
ledge that IBritish Columbia is one of 
the richest of mineral countries.

The N. y, EeraU takes a hopeful 
view of afTairs.

Economy 
in all branches of Government, State 
and Federal, is the rule and no longer 
the exception. A greater number of 
men are willing to work for a livuig 
than any at time since the war, and 
farmers and skilful and industrious 
meclianics in all parts of the country 
are earning a living. Few men an; 
making rapid fortunes, and si)eculation 
has undoubtedly .received a blow; but 
faithful, punctual, honrat, and skilful 
labour is already getting the moderate 
reward with which "it was satisfied be- 
fore 1860. 

Few sadder stories ai-o told than that 
a Philadeljjhia captain lately related to 
a reporter. While on a voyage from 
his home in North Carolina he one night 
lost two children, who were drowned. 
A few days after his eldest son had his 
brains knocked out by a block. His 
other son and his wife than took the 
typhoid fever, and both died before his 
return, The five bodies were laid side 
by side in a burial ground near Phila- 
delphia. 

Great consternation has been caused 
in the oil regions of Penn.sylvania by 
the recent decline in the price of ])Otro- 
leum to less tlian a dollar per liarrel.

Delane has ceased to bo 
tho chief "leader" editor of tho Times, 
and is a valetudintrian in the south of 
France, many changes have taken place 
in the writing departments of "Tho 
Fourth Estate ThundeVer." .Three re- 
presentatives of the grea't univefsi£ies— ^ 
Oxford, Cambridge, and Trinity college, 
Dublin — now sit in judgment on the 
leaders thoy respectively write. There 
is always a supply of old stock leaders 
ready in typo held in abeyance for tho 
proper time in the Times' chief office. 
These are under lock and key and tho 
supervision and custody of two men, 
who aro hold i-osponsibld for them, 
Obituary criticisms of celebrated men or 
personages of the world aro always 
ready in type subject to finish or amend- 
ment. Ono gentlemaij^ in particular 
has chargo of this department with three 
or four sub editors undor him. Most 
of the "lcader.s" of tho Times on daily 
events that are fresh aro written by tho 
university men I allude to. They sit in 
council and amend, alter, or reject as 
seems prudent. This is done between 
the hours of 10 and 12 P.M. I have 
known, liowever, the best "loaders" 
written for tho Times of tho same day 
at 3 A. jSI. or t^^•o hours boforo go- 
ing to prc.s.s. Tho late. Lord Palmera- 
ton frecpiently sent •'leaders" to the 
Times, aftor a debate m. Parliament, 
when tho clock was striking four in the 
monung. His mode was after this 
manner; "Lord Palmer.'iton's compli- 
ments to the editor of tho Times, and 
bogs to say;" Here commenced tho 
"leader," the chief night editor first 
carefully examining It and OUtting olV 
the bit libove quoted before sending it 
to the compositors or chief foreman. At 
present this foreman or press manager 
is Mr, Macdonald, a Scotchmanabout 
47 jyoars of age, but a keen and far 
seeing man, 

But the Times has dollapsod, It has 
executed one of its old fashioned som- 
ersaults; not at all in the old fashioned 
manner. To quote Mr. Emerson it 
used to strike in at the last moment 
with the roico of a monarch, astonish- 
ing those whom it succored as much as 
those whom it deserted, and making 
victory sure. It never apologized and 
seldom trimmed, but went promptly 
about on the other tack without a word 
to remind its readers that only the day 
before it was steering west instead of 
east. Now it misses stays and shivers 
in the wind, and only acliixives its 
change of course after wabblings pain- 
ful to the beholder, .You do not hear 
the voice of tho monarch from the 
quarter deck any longer. A. good deal 
has been said lately about tho deca- 
dence of the leading journal. On the' 
wliole, too much has been said, but 
what is most plainly true is that tho 
tone of authority has de{)artod from it. 
The (luality of decision, on wliich much 
of its strength depended, has departed 
also. Still, after much worry and 
doubt, it 1ms at last swung over to the 
side of the llussophobists, and gives a 
sort of support to the government. 

Crazed I37 the Use of Arsenlo.

Goixn TO Law. — Not long ago a 
traveler by a T^ondon tram-car refused, 
"from principle," to pay his fare of two- 
pence until he arrived the end of the 
journey, and a magistiute symimthizing 
with him, dismissed tho summons ob- 
tained by the company. The latter ap- 
pealed to the Court of Queen's Bench, 
and got tho case remitted to tho Police 
Court; tho upshot being that the traveler 
was fined one shilling, and had to pay 
the costs incurred by the company, 
amounting to something like .£,')0. To 
pay for defeat is bad enough, but to win 
and yet lose by victory is certainly 
v. orse. A gentleman once spent £2,000 
in establishing his claim to compensa- 
tion for an infraction of his rights, and 
then was awarded .£110 by the assessor 
of the damages. Nor, if his time was 
of any value to him, did a laborer, seek- 
ing to recover ten shillings from an 
iiuikoeper for refusing to supply him 
with refreshments, find liimself tho 
richer by invoking the aid of the law. 
Going into a public he called for half a 
pint of "four-half," for which heput down 
hisponny; but minehsot refused to serve 
him, sothat|he was compiled to go 
further, to a^house on the opposite.side 
of the street, wdiero they sold beer that 
•'did not suit him .so well." For this 
h(! claimed damages in the Country 
Court, and got them, the Judge giving 
him one shilling. But more unfortun 
ate ^vas a Yorkshire wight who .won his 
cause and two shillings damages at the 
York Assizes, but had to go to prison 
for his own coats. — Chambers' Ma- 
gazine.

Mr. Wilson moved tho reply to tho

He^Mr. W.) then roviowed 
Edgar's proposals and endorsed tho Walk- 

* cm government's action in rejecting them. 
Ho then spoke of tho Carnarvon Settle- 
ment and said that then every body be- 
lieved that a. solution of tho most dillicult 
matter had been arrived at. It would bo 
remombered tliat Mr, Mackenzie aliippod 
several thousand tonsof rails ostensibly fur 
tho island railway but it was soon found 
that the railway; was in danger and 
that in lieu of its construction an 
offer of §750,000 as compensation was 
made as well as for previous delays and 
those that'iniglit take place on tho Main- 
land in the future. Tho offer was wisel}' 
declined. "VVitli reference to the removal 
of tho stool rails lio was of opinion that 
tliat was evidence enough that the Island 
Railway would never bo built by tlie 
Government, and as tho Government had 
shown Hucli bad faitli in that respect, what 
security, ho would ask, liad the country 
that the Dominion woiild obsorvo good 
faiUi with respect to the Mainlnndportion 
of tho lino ? Ho was of opinion tliat 
something more decisive than niero pro- 
tests must now bo resorted to. He then 
proceeded to review ^andford Fleming's 
report and rocominondations as to the 
construction of territorial- roads in ad- 
vaxidii of the railway and expressed his 
disapproval, of the opinion tluit sucli roads 
aro sufficient for tho requirements of tho 
country at present. He (Mr. W.) was of 
opinion that tho only chance tlio Provinco 
had to obtain the railway would be by 
\inity of action .and ho hoped that the 
Mainland members would stand staunch 
with the Island members in demanding a 
strict fulfilment of tho Carnarvon Terms. 
Ho characterized the removal of the rails 
to tho Mainland as intended to docoivo 
tho people there as it hiul tho po(jplo 
of the Island. He conimeiited 
on the fact that only two 
survey parties wore employed on the 
Mainland and .xssorted that unless con- 
struction were commenced both on the Is- 
land and Mainland within at the most six 
months he would bo willing to support a 
measure to obtain separation from the 
confederation. He condemned tho Do- 
minion, Government for their treachery in 
connection with tho drydock bonus and 
affirmed that a broach of tru.st had liucn 
committed by tho Elliott government 
when they neglected to take up certain 
debentures for which purpu.se the last loan 
was obtained. He approved of the Gov- 
ernment's intention to abolish dual taxa- 
tion in municipalities and waa glad that it 
had been determined to equalize represen- 
tation without increasing the number of 
members of tlio House. He ridiculed the 
idea of giving districts which failed to pay 
a fair share of taxes a greater number of 

• mombera than wore allotted to districts 
contributing freely to tho revenue of the 
country, arid quoted Cowichan .as one of 
tho former class. Ho ])ledged himself to 
support any measure for tlie restriction of 
Chinese immigration and their employ- 
ment on public works. Ho hoped the 
Government would accept any good prop- 
osition that might emanate from the Op- 

■ position and trusted no party spirit, re- 
tarding legislation, would be shown. 

Mr. Galbraith in seconding the reply 
complimented the last speaker on his elo- 
quence. He said with regard to tho re- 
moval of tlio steel rails that he fully 
Bgreisd.with tho policy foreshadowed in 
the speech and he thought tho invitation 
of tenders 'and sending of the rails to the 
Mainland wero not evidence of tho good 
faith on the part of tho Dominion. Ho 
hoped members of tho House would stand 
&inly together as British Cohnnbians, 
not as Mainlanders or Islanders, and de- 
mand tlicir rights from Canada. He hoped 
the gr-avuig dock would soon bo taken off 
thoir hands. He referred to tho promise 
of a roforni in the administration of justice 
and to the pledge that stei)H would be taken 
to restrict Cliincse immigration and debar 
them from public works. Ho was glad to 
learn that the quartz and fishery interests 
•werOjio^^e fosterea, and referred to the 
ovU 'cfTectR of 'the ■ waste of fishlife on 
Columbia River. '. Finally, he had great 
pleasure in seconding the address in reply 
to tho speech. 

After a pause of some moments, 

Hon. Mr. W.alkem requested that the 
Speaker should put the question. 

Mr. Speaker — ^It is moved and seconded 
that the address be adopted. (A laughter. ) 

Mr. Sniitho — Will you bo' kind enough 
to follow tho usual course? (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkeni — There is no inten- 
tion to omlarroas tho Hon. Speaker, (Mr. 



Smithe -Of course not.) I move the ad- 
dress bo t.aken as read. 
Tho motion was carried. 
Mr. Smithe said ho was glad that on 
tho whole tho speech of Mr. Wilson was 
cliaracterized with tempera]}co. Ho did 
not regret that tho hon. member had gone 
at some length into tho railway question, 
because he had said a great de.al of inter- 
est to thfe House, which was moretlian he 
could say for tho Governor's speech.. That 
speech had not even tho merit of pleasing 
tho ear. He (IVIr. Smithe) was disappoint- 
ed. He did tliink that tho hon. gentleman 
(Mr. Walkom) having had a great doal of 
oxpericnco in drawing _up public docu- 
ments would have made the speech read- 
able. There was absolutely notliing 
in it. Thoro was no substance. 
It was aa shadowy, hazy and 
indefinite as possible (hear). Wo wore 
told that a prot^t liad been made 
against tho removal of tho steel rails, and 
that it was now time for us to t.ako a step 
more decisivo than protesting. Piftcon 
difleront measures prosonted themsolvos 
to his mind when ho road that clause; but 
none was satisfactory. He did not be- 
lieve tho hon. gontlomon opposite knew 
thenisolvea wliat stop tlioy intended to 
take, and such being tho opinion on this 
sido tho Opposition could aflbrd to wait 
until the schomo came upon them. Tho 
Government had adopted tho schomo of 
their predecessors with respect of tho dry- 
dock, and that portion of the Government 
policy would moot with thoir approval. 
Ho assured hon. gentlemen that tlio fac- 
tious conduct of tho Opposition' in tho 
past two sessions would nut bo imitated 
by tho i)ro3ont Opposition, and tho gen- 
tlemen on tho Opposition side would as- 
sist the Government in over)' way coin- 
patiblo with' the public interest in carry- 
ing thoir measures, and would endeavor 
to raise the statxu of the House in tho es- 
timation of tho public (Loud coughing 
from the Government sido.) and show tho 
country that hon. members were not what 
thoy had been made to appear by the hon. 
mombors wlio now occupy the treasury 
benches (cheers). With regard to tho 
finances ho would bo prepared to show 
that the statement submitted by Boa- 
ven was inaccurate, and he (Mr. S.) liojiod 
the Government would not fall into tho 
error of the first budget framed after con- 
federation, viz: of sweeping aw.ay all the 
sources of revenue and leaving not a dol- 
lar for public purposes. In speaking of 
Municipal institutions Mr. Smithe said 
the circumstances of Ontario and British 
Columbia wore so widely difleront that a 
scheme which worked well in tho first- 
named Province would not work well hero. 
Ill some uf the districta of this Provinco 
where municipal institutions had been 
introduced groat dissatisfaction had been 
given, and no power existed for aboLisli- 
mg them. There wero some districts 
where it would be difHcult indeed to con- 
vince tho people that tlie introduction of 
municipal institutions would bo beneficial, 
but ho left it to tho Government to work 
out their scheme and lay it before tho 
House. The mover of the Address had 
referred to tho Cliineao question, and 
spoke of Cowichan as being largely settled 
by tliat class. Ho (Mr. S.) had much 
pleasure in stating that thoro was not a 
Chinaman in Cowichan (iiear). He liad 
the honor to roprosoiit whitu inon (laugh- 
ter and chcer.s). He did not think tho 
problem would bo solved by this Govern- 
ment. He knew that session after session 
the matter hod come up. The present 
Provincial Secretary had given notice 
of a motion on tho subject on soveral occas- 
ions, but nothing liadcoinoof it and he fear- 
ed nothing would como of tlio pledge of tho 
Government now. Tho Speech alluded 
to tho mineral and fishei7 intorests of tho 
Provinco, but nothing was said of other 
industries wliich were of as much import- 
ance as those named. It was a regretful 
circumstance that tho a'spect of our min- 
eral resources had temporarily changed, 
but it was to be hoped that in a little 
while tho cloud would lift. Ho was glad 
tho fishery interests had mot with success 
and that regulations recomiuended by tho 
Elliott government had been approved of 
and enforced by the Dominion Govorn- 
mcnt, which, in that instance at least, had 
acted promptly on a dispatoli from the Gov- 
ernment of this Provinco. But tho Speech 
made no allusion to agriculture, which 
was the backbone of all industrial pursuits. 
Neither were the growing m.anufacturing 
interests roforred to. It behoved this 
Government and this House to take into 
consideration a scheme for fostering those 
intereats, and ho. was surprised at the ab- 
sence from tho Speech of any reference 
thoroto (hear). After a liumorous allus- 
ion to the Belmont shoe factory, tho con- 
nection of the h(m. mover of tho Address 
tlierewith, and the employment of Chi- 
nese therein, Mr. Smithe continued that 
tho Speech also made no allusion to the 
dyking of Praaer River lands — tho ab- 
sence was most conspicuous. Tho last 
Government took good core to inform" tlie 
House of tho original scheme, but although 
it was said outside tho House that the 
present Government had had a proposi; 
tiun made to it to oxtoiul tho scheme to 
another section of the fertile lands of tho 
Frasor, it was not foreshadowed in the 
Speech. Ho did not consider it necessary 
to further deal mth the Speech; hut he 
would again state that it was not intended 
to offer any opposition to the reply to it. 
(applause. ) 

Hon. Afr. Walkeni said tliat the 
fact that no opposition was to be 
shown to tho Speech was tho verj' best 
evidence of its faultlossnoss. It was, in 
fact, so well composed that the Opposition 
intended to bo dumb. Its beauty was its 
plain language. The hon. gentleman tlion 
proceeded to eulogize tho Hpceclies of the 
mover and seconder of tho addro.ls and 
expressed a hope that no local prejudice 
on the railw.ay question, would exist be- 
tween Mainland and Island. He attribu- j 
tod much of the del.ay in railway con- i 
struction to tho putting of the Lsland | 
against the Mainland and me versa. He j 
considered Sanford Fleming's report en- | 
tiroly unfitted for tho present day and i 
asked if tho shipment of the rails to the 
Mainland or tho inviting of tenders 
could be regarded as a guarantee of Can- 
ada's future good faith towards the Prov- 
ince? He held not, and believed that it 
w.as only done to influenco the pending 
election for the House of 'Commons both 
in this and eastern Provinces. Ho re- 
garded it as a political move on the part 
of Mr. Mackenzie as he had met with fre- 
quent reverses at tho polls of late, and 
was anxious to recoup his losses at the 
next general election. Ho excused tlio 
omission from the Bpeech of .any allusion 
to the .agricultural and ot'nor interests, or 
to the extension of the dyking scheme, 
and was of opinion that the proper time 
to discuss those matters wotud be when 
measures pertaining to them came up. 
He hoped ho was- justified in thinking 
that no party lines would ho observed in 
tho House and trusted that unity for tho 
gener.al welfare of tho country^, would 
characterize the deliberations of hon. 
members. .He was sure the Gffvemment 
wodld' at no time evince a desire* to em- 
barass any members who might be op- 
posed to their policy, and hoped that the 
character of legislation would thus be 
elevated. 



Tho question was then put .and carried 
and tho address was referred to a select 
committee and^ordered to be printed. 

' THE 'CrVIL 8EKVI0E. 

Hon. Jlr. Walkeni moved for the ap- 
pointment of a select committee to in- 
quire into tho condition of tho civil ser- 
vice, the committee to consist of Messrs. 
Beaven, AVilaon, J. W. Williams, Mc- 
Gillivray, Galbraith and Evans. Tho hon. 
member said that a considerable amount 
of curiosity existed in tho public mind as 
tq the civil service. Ho thought tho in- 
quirj- would ho much more searching than 
tho sessional reports made by heads of de- 
partments. Ho w.as in favor of a measure 
to -tix the s.alarios of officials at once and 
for ovor and to render thoir tenure of ofiico 
more certain. In the past it had boon 
very slight. Under the present Govern- 
ment changes by amalgJimating ofiices had 
been made and others in t'iio gener.il in- 
terest of the Province. He was decidedly 
opposed to tlic American system of official- 
dom, clerks and others going out with tho 
tlofeated party and fresh ones coming in 
with the successful one. Ho was also in 
favor of a measure to prohibit officials 
from voting or intorfering in any way at 
clectiuns and he thought the select com- 
mittee would do well in their reaoarches 
to take this matter into consideration. If 
the prohibition wero enforced tho tenure 
of olfico of clerks would be [jlacod on a 
mucli more satisfactoi^' basi-s and they 
would bo rolioved from their present pain- 
ful position. 

Mr. Mara said ho lieartily endorsed 
much that liad boon said by the hon. 
Attoruoy-Goiieral and alluded to a case 
that had como to his knowledge wherein a 
superintendent of a wagon-road had boon 
discharged apparently without any reason 
other than to make room for a political 
opponent. Ho was glad to hear from the 
hon. Attornoy-Geiioral that it was not tlie 
intention of the Government to resort to 
what i.s termed tho American system of 
"in and outs." 

Mr. Smitho said that after what ho had 
heard from the tho hon. leader of tho 
Govorniuont he would support the motion. 
Tho eoninuttee, however, jjroposed con- 
sisted of live Government supporters and 
only two from the Op[)osition; ho would 
suggest tlierofore tho substitution of Mr. 
AJara's name for that of some hon. mem- 
ber opposite. 

Mr. Mara'a iianio was then substituted 
ii<. lieu ')f Mr. Evans'. 

Dr. Ash said ho approved of the resolu- 
tion, but was sorry to find profesaiona of 
Governmoiits, in respect to tho matter al- 
luded to, diU'ered somewhat from thoir 
practice. He roferrad to the dismissal of 
Mr. McJIillan, and thought it would 
have been much luoro creditable if the 
Government liad at least not dismissed 
that officer until after tho report of tho 
committee now moved for had been re- 
ceived. 

Hon. Mr. ]dcaven said that tho ofiico 
alluded to had boon abolished on grounds 
of economy as dual municipal taxation 
would ceaso to exist. 

Mr. A'ornon called attention to the re- 
moval of a clerk from tho Registrar-Gen- 
eral's oilicu. Ho knew for a fact tliat a 
clerk was iiecessiiry there, as it was liter- 
ally imposaiblo for the Registrar-General 
to i)erform all tho duties himself. With 
reforciico to tho case alluded to by Mr. 
Mara he was well aware of tho circum- 
stances in connection with it, .and would 
be very much surprised if tho correspon- 
dence when brought down showed that 
the official richly deserved dismissal, as 
the hon. leader of the Opvernmont had 
said was the case. With reference, also, 
to the dismissal of Jlr. McMillan he 
.agreed with the member for Comox. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys assured the 
House it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to protect ofiicials .as well as tho in- 
terests of the public — to act honestly and 
fairly and to make no removal for politi- 
cal reasons. No such removal had as yet 
been made. 

The resolution passed. 

TIIH CUIHI'-SE PROULE.M. 

Hon. l\Ir. Bcavon moved that this 
House is of opinion that ChiiieBo should 
not be employed Upon the public works of 
the Province, and that a clause should be 
inserted in the specifications of all con- 
tracts awai'dcd, to the effect that contrac- 
toi-s will not bo permitted to employ 
ChincHO labor upon the work, and that in 
tho event of theii- doing .so tho Govern- 
ment will not bo responsible for payment 
of contract. The lion, gentlem.an having 
reviewed his former efl'orts to pass a similar 
resolution said the time had doubtless 
arrived when steps must be taken to keep 
tho Chinese from coming to our shores. 
Under existing circuuL-stanccs they were 
enabled to cuiupele most unfairly with 
white labor. Thoy wore not a desirable 
class of jjopulation for the Provinco ; thoy 
could not assimilate with our own people 
and in many otiier w.ay8 they were most 
objectionable. Ho hoped tho resolution 
would p.ass unanimously. 

Mr. J. W. Williams seconded tho reso- 
lution with pleasure and regretted a 
similar one had not been passed some five 
years ago. If there had been we should 
not now have 3,000 Chinamen in our 
midst. ^ He alluded to a resolution to pro- 
hibit employment of Chinese labor intro- 
duced by him in Victoria City Council, 
wliich had worked well, as ho felt assured 
tho iirosent one would. 

IVIr. Vernuii asked if it was intended to 
divide the country into numerous munici- 
lialities whether tho Government would 
be ablo to dictate as to tlie class of labor 
employed on public works within tho lim- 
its of those municipalities ] 

No further debate took pkce and the 
motion passed unanimously. .

His Worship said lie had ruled tho ro.s- 
olutioii out of order and the only thing 
now w.as for any two of tho Coun- 
cillors present to aj)peal to the whole 
council. 

Coun. Dalby contended that liis reso- 
lution was entirely in order. 

Coun. Redforn called the attention of 
His Worahip to tho fact that ho had ruled 
that question out of order and therefore 
stopped all discussion, on tho point. 
Coun. Dalby was thoroiore out of order 
in again bringing up the subject. 

Coun. Dalby said it was his duty as a 
councillor. to see that the water works 
were kept in good order, and as Mr. 
Gaatineau said ho was unable to do all 
tho work given him, he therefore thought 
it would bo better to appoint Mr. Gaa- 
tineau .as engineer .and some one else as 
Water Commissioner. He bore no ill 
will to Mr. Gastinoau. 

Ooun. 'NVillianis said tliat until this 
question was decided the minutes could 
not bo read. Ho could not see how the 
M.ayor could get out of putting tho nio- 
tii5n. 

His Worship said ho had given his de- 
cision and the only thing for tho Council 
to do was to appeal against his ruling and 
appoint a chairman who would put tho 
question, for ho would not. (Applauso.) 
He w.as one of the largest rateii.ayors in 
tho city and as such would do all in his 
power to prevent an expendituro of §800 
(six months' s.alary) to iMr. Gastiiieau, for 
if Mr. Gastinoau is to bo paid his usual 
salary tho corporation will then liavo to 
pay in addition the salary of a water com- 
missioner and as a largely interested rate- 
payer ho must certainly object to any such 
extra expendituro. 

Coun. Marvin said he thought the Mayor 
labored under a mistake with reference to 
tho §800 for the ofiicers, though thoy were 
apxiointed yearly, wore paid monthly. In 
the case of a former water commissioner 
who was dismissed ho only recovered 
one month's salary. 

Coun. Todd contended that the officers 
had boon appointed for tho year and that 
neither of thorn could be discli.arged with- 
out suiliciont cause unless they be paid the 
balance of one year's salary. IL charges 
had been brought against the Water Com- 
missioner and proven then the Council 
could discharge him at once. It w.as re- 
ported that iMr. Preeco was to be appoint- 
ed Water ConimiBsioiier, but ho had al- 
most nothing to recommend him for the 
ofiico, as he was not an oiiginoer. Mr 
Preeco might be quite capable of joining 
two pipes, but otherwise ho did not know 
that no had any qualification. 

Coun. Marvin said tho idea of the reso- 
lution was to relievo Mr. Gastinoau of a 
portion of his work as ho complained of 
h.aving too much. There was no iiitcn- 
itioii of reducing Mr. Giuitineau's salary. 

Coun. WiUiams said that if they could 
got rid of Mr. Gostineau lie believed the 
water would bo improved. 

His Worahip again said this question 
had been sufticiently ventilated and the 
only thing to do was for two Councillors 
to appeal against his decision. 

Coun. Shakespeare, seconded by Coun. 
Marvin, then moved an .appeal .against tho 
decision of tho Mayor. 

His Worship said of course it must be 
understood that neither of the appellants 
could vote. (Laughter and applause.) 

Coun. Dalby considered they were in a 
position to vote and they would adhere to 
it. 

His AVorship said thoy could adopt that 
opinion, but it would not bo legal, and ho 
would not count thoir votes. (Great aj)- 
pl.ausc.) Ho advised the CrSuncil to recol- 
lect that they wero sacrificing ?800. 

Coun. D.alby said it would be better to 
do that than sacrifice the lives of the 
citizen.?. (Hisses.) 

Coun. Shakespeare then withdrew his 
motion. 

Coun. Dalby moved that the Council 
go into Committeo of tho Whole. 

Coun. Rodfern contended that could 
not be done till tho minutes had been 
read. . 

Coun. D.alby said the idea was to allow 

the Mayor to take his seat at the board 
and put a Councillor in the Chair, there- 
by relieving tho Maj'or of the responsibi- 
lity of putting tho (|ucstion. 

Couns. Dalby and Williams contended 
that this was merely a prolonged mooting 
of lost Wednesday. 

Coun. Redfem said he believed that in 
tho Legislative Assembly when the Speak- 
er lo.avos the chair on account of no quo- 
rum .and the Assembly moots the next day 
they at once proceed with the orders 
of the day, instead of continuing with tho 
subject under discussion at the time of 
the count out, (applause) and he contend- 
ed that the whole discussion of the even- 
ing was out of order. 

Coun. Shakesijoare said that when the 
Mayor loft the chair at the last meeting 
there wero five Councillors present. 

His Worship said thoy could suppose it 
was an adjourned meeting. 

Coun. Redfem said he could not see 
how. (Applause. ) 

Coun. Williams rose, and shaking his 
fist, called out to one of the audience and 
told him to keep quiet, he knew who he 
was; ho was the samo as Coun. Rodfern 
till ho got turned out of the Council. 

Tho gentleman alluded to rose and call- 
ed on those near to testify that he had not 
applauded in any way, upon which there 
was a renewal of the .applause. 

Coun. Willhams said ho would advise all 
tinkers of watches to go outside if they 
wanted to applaud. (Loud cries of order ! 
order! whereupon Coun. Williams took 
his scat.) 

The Council thou wont into Committee 
of tho Wliolo with Coun. Williams in the 
chair. 

Coun. Dalby was then .about to move 
his resolution with respect to the water 
commissioner when Coun. Redfem rose 
and (3ontcnded thatsuch a thing would be 
most irregular in that there were a num- 
ber of things laid ovor for committee and 
thoy natur.ally took proJcdenco of this 
question which had never been referred 
to committee. He therefore moved that 
the questions laid over for committeo at 
the last meeting' be now taken up. Sec- 
onded by Coun. Todd. 

His Worship said he understood that 
tho Council went into committee to deal 
with the general business of the corpora- 
tion. 

Coun. Dalby moved as an amendment 
to Coun. Redfem's resolution that his 
(Mr. D. 's) motion with reference to the 
water commissioner be now considered. 

Coun. Redfem said that this wjis a 
question dealing with finance and as tho 
law stated that thejro must bo five coun- 
cillors present to take a vote on it and 



if. Coun. Dalby;'perraBteii''Virf ficying to 
force his amendment in the absence of 
Coun. Turner, ho would at once leave 
his ch.ur .and he hoi)ed His Worship, tho 
Mayor, and Coun. Todd would do the 
some. 

Ooun. Williams then put Coun. Dalby 'a 
amendment which was carried by the 
Chairman's casting vote, whereupon His 
Worship tho INIayor, Couns. Rodfern 
and Todd left tho room amid applauso. 

Tho committeo then rose and (Coun. 
Williams having been voted to tho chair) 
reported Coun. Dalby's amendment car- 
ried. 

Tlie Council then adjourned.
